Michael Jackson yesterday 
that featured superstars 
Mariah Carey and Stevie 
Wonder, the moment that 
may be best remembered 
came when his 11-year-old 
daughter Paris spoke a few 
heart-wrenching words. 

Paris was quietly 
ushered onstage with her 
brothers as the nearly two- 
hour event wound down 
to the strains of Jackson’s 
charity single We Are the 
World, then appeared to 
catch even members of 
her family off guard by ad¬ 
dressing the hushed crowd 
at Staples Center in Los 
Angeles. Embraced by her 
aunt, Janet Jackson, who 
held back her long brown 
hair and urged her to 
“speak up,” Paris stepped 
to the microphone, tears 
streaming down her face, 
as some in the audience 
were already filtering out 
of the sports arena. 

“I just want to say, ever 
since I was born, daddy 
has been the best father 
you could ever imagine, 
and I just wanted to say I 
love him so much,” Paris 
said, sobbing. 

To gasps from the 
throng of about 18,000 
people, she then turned 
and buried her face in 
Janet Jackson’s arms.

Mourning Michael 

Millions tune in to watch final farewell for legendary King of Pop 


Mariah Carey, Stevie Won¬ 
der and Usher sang emo¬ 
tional farewells yesterday 
to Michael Jackson, who 
was hailed as “the 
greatest entertainer that 
ever lived.” 

Some 18,000 fans, family 
members and friends took 
part in a public memorial 
for Jackson in the Los An¬ 
geles sports arena where 
the singer had rehearsed 


the day before his death 
for a highly anticipated se¬ 
ries of comeback concerts. 

Jackson’s brothers, each 
wearing a single sequined 
glove in homage to his sig¬ 
nature look, carried the 
singer’s golden casket into 
the downtown Staples 
Center. The two-hour me¬ 
morial focused on Jack¬ 
son’s musical achieve¬ 
ments, overshadowed in 


the last 10 years by the 
darker side of the singer’s 
life, including his humili¬ 
ating 2005 trial and acquit¬ 
tal on charges of child sex 
abuse. 

Civil rights leader Rev. A1 
Sharpton, who has lashed 
out at media coverage of 
the bizarre aspects of Jack¬ 
son’s life, had a message 
for the singer’s three chil¬ 
dren — Prince Michael, 12, 


Paris, 11, and Prince 
Michael II, 7. 

“Wasn’t nothing strange 
about your daddy. It was 
strange what your daddy 
had to deal with,” he said, 
to cheers. 

Police estimated more 
than 250,000 people de¬ 
scended on the area while 
TV and online executives 
pegged the audience as “in

Condition never relayed 

Officer never told colleagues of schizophrenia, inquiry hears

The Halifax Regional 
Police officers who Tasered 
Howard Hyde 30 hours be¬ 
fore his death likely didn’t 
know he was 
schizophrenic because 
their colleague didn’t tell 
them, a court inquiry 
heard yesterday. 

Const. Giles Gillis was 
one of the officers present 
when Hyde was arrested 
for assaulting his common- 
law wife. Gillis testified 
yesterday that Hyde’s wife, 
Karen Ellet, told him Hyde 
was schizophrenic and off 
his medications. 

But Gillis never relayed 
this information to col¬ 
leagues. About an hour lat¬ 
er Hyde, in the midst of a 
psychotic episode, strug¬ 
gled with officers at the 
police station and was 
Tasered. He was then hos¬ 
pitalized and released, but 
died the next day strug¬ 
gling with jail guards on 
Nov. 22, 2007. 

Gillis, now with the 
RCMP but at the time a 
HRP officer with one year’s 
experience, could have 
had Hyde sent to hospital. 
Instead Hyde went to po¬ 


lice headquarters to be 
held overnight until he 
could appear in court.

court so we could have a 
judge decide if he needed

to be evaluated,” Gillis told 
the inquiry into Hyde’s 
death yesterday. 

Hyde had a criminal 
record that made note of 
his mental illness, which 
can be grounds for hospi¬ 
talization instead of incar¬ 
ceration. But after Gillis 
performed a background 
check his reports made no 
note of the Hyde’s history 
with mental illness. 

Gillis wasn’t able to ex¬ 
plain the lack of reporting, 
other than to say he must 
not have found the infor¬ 
mation. 

Carol Tooton of the 
Canadian Mental Health 
Association said it was 
troubling that Hyde wasn’t 
sent to hospital for med¬ 
ical help. 

“I think that if the police 
had the appropriate train¬ 
ing on how to deal with in¬ 
dividuals in a mental 
health crisis, knowing the 
background and history of 
Mr. Hyde they should have 
sought out professional 
psychiatric help,” she said.

grams in junior and senior 
high schools. 

“We don’t ever want our 
youth to have to resort to 
criminal activities for (the) 
necessities of life,” said 


program director Lori 
Barker. 

Terry Ryan, president of 
the Nova Scotia RCMP vet¬ 
erans association, added 
some youth have never 
“had the opportuni¬ 
ty like Phoenix pro¬ 
vides to keep them 
out of the mud be¬ 
fore they stay 
there.” 

We’re trying to 
help them in that 
area,” he said. 

Ryan also said the 
veteran’s associa¬ 
tion is important because 
it keeps retired Mounties 
active in the community. 

“We’re still doing things, 
even thought we’ve taken 
the uniform off,” he said.

But the court heard yes¬ 
terday Hyde suffered from 
schizophrenia and had 
gone off his medication be¬ 
cause he didn’t like how it 
made him feel. In the weeks

leading up to his death his 
condition degraded. In one 
instance he became violent, 
striking Ellet hard enough 
to cause severe headaches. 

Then, on Nov. 21 he 
broke down, pacing back 
and forth and “hollering in¬ 
coherently.” At one point 
she tried making a call and 
he struck her in the head 
with the telephone and 
threw her on the bed. 

“He was 
very violent 
and he was 
unpredictable. 
He wasn’t re¬ 
sponsible for 
himself,” said 
Ellet, who de¬ 
scribed Hyde 
as the worst 
she’d ever seen him. 

She called the mobile cri¬ 
sis unit and then 9-1-1. 
When police arrived Hyde 
jumped off the back bal¬ 
cony and ran off, despite be¬ 
ing bare foot and wearing 
only shorts in near zero de¬ 
gree weather. 

Police caught Hyde 
shortly afterwards and de¬ 
scribed him as coherent 
and co-operative. But over 
the next 30 hours he would 
twice try to escape custody, 
was Tasered and ultimately 
died in the Burnside jail 
just hours after Ellet tried 
to warn corrections staff. 

“I really wanted him to be 
in the hospital and get the 
treatment he needed for 
psychosis,” she said. 


Study looking into lung cancer

health A Dalhousie Univer¬ 
sity study is looking into 
the importance of earlier 
detection for lung cancer. 

The disease is the leading 
cause of cancer deaths 
across Canada. In Nova Sco¬ 
tia from 2000 and 2004, al¬ 
most 2,000 men and 1,296 
women died of lung cancer, 
according to the Nova Sco¬ 
tia Lung Association. 

According to the Dal¬ 
housie study, when lung 
cancer is detected in its ear¬ 
liest stage, the survival rate 
is between 80 and 90 per 
cent. But by the time lung 
cancer reaches stage four, 
the chances of being cured 
are less then two per cent.

Councillors voted unani¬ 
mously to use municipal 
money to cover the $15 mil¬ 
lion they expected to come 
from Ottawa, Bedford repre¬ 
sentative Tim Outhit con¬ 
firmed late last night, 
adding the arena is on 
schedule for a September 
2010 completion. 

Outhit said the province 
plans to pay its $15 million 
portion of the project. But

New home rebate plan revealed

Premier Darrell Dexter re¬ 
vealed details of a new 
home construction rebate 
yesterday designed to stim¬ 
ulate the economy and cre¬ 
ate jobs for tradespeople. 

Dexter told local media 
he wants to ensure 
“skilled tradesmen are 
able to have work, and are 
able to stay in the 
province,” especially 
young tradespeople. 

The program will reduce 
HST on new home construc¬ 
tion by four per cent and 
home builders can receive 
up to a $7,000 rebate. Dex¬ 
ter also said the program 
could run as high as $10.5 
million, and not all appli¬ 
cants will be able to take ad¬ 
vantage of the full $7,000. 


Construction 

• A total of 1,500 rebates will 
be distributed on an applica¬ 
tion basis for people who 
have building permits dated 
after May 1 and whose home 
will be substantially complet¬ 
ed before March 31, 2010. 


Dexter said construction 
is a major driver of our 
economy. He said the pro¬ 
gram not only benefits 
home builders, but the en¬ 
tire construction industry. 

“The program is based 
around the requests from 
the (construction) industry,” 
Dexter said. “They are the 
people who are in the best 
position to decide what’s 
going to have the best effect 
on the industry itself.” 

Paul Pettipas, CEO of the 


Nova Scotia Home Builders 
Association, said they pro¬ 
posed the program during 
last month’s election, and 
he’s happy to see the NDP 
follow through on it. 

The program will run on 
a first-come, first-serve ba¬ 
sis for single family, pri¬ 
mary homes, the premier 
confirmed. Program de¬ 
tails and applications will 
be shared with the public 
when they are finalized lat¬ 
er this summer. 

Tory interim leader Karen

Canada to agree to ambitious climate change goal 


Canada is set to agree to a 
tough global warming tar¬ 
get of no more than two 
degrees Celsius at a gath¬ 
ering of world economic 
leaders in Italy that gets 
underway today, an 
official said. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper arrived last night 
and travelled to the quake- 
shattered city of L’Aquila, 
where the summit of the 
Group of Eight industrial¬ 
ized countries will be held. 

Hours before landing in 
Rome, a senior Harper offi¬ 
cial signalled a different ap¬ 
proach to climate change 
— one that environmental 
activists and European gov-

emments had hoped for. 

Press secretary Dimitri 
Soudas suggested Canada 
would not oppose a declara¬ 
tion that global warming 
should not be allowed to 
exceed two degrees from 
pre-industrial temperature 
averages. 

It’s a limit that the Euro¬ 
pean Union, the U.K. and 
some developing countries 


have argued is critical to 
curbing widespread envi¬ 
ronmental damage. 

“We’re relatively open 
and supportive of that,” 
said Soudas. 

Agreement on a limit to 
global temperature rises is 
believed to require tougher 
short and mid-term actions 
by countries such as Cana¬ 
da to cut back on their 
greenhouse gases. 

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment, though it endorses 
the fight against global 
warming, has postponed 
tough regulations on large 
industrial “greenhouse gas” 
emitters.

Out for revenge 

Angry Han Chinese gangs roam tense city 


Han Chinese armed with 
iron bars and machetes 
roamed Urumqi city 
yesterday seeking revenge 
on Uighurs. 

Two days earlier, bloody 
ethnic clashes had killed 
156 people and wounded 
more than 1,000. 

Outnumbered riot po¬ 
lice used tear gas to try to 
disperse thousands of an¬ 
gry protesters who flooded 
the capital of the north¬ 
western region of Xin¬ 
jiang. 

In a sign of government 
anxiety about the unrest, 
the city's Communist Par¬ 
ty boss Li Zhi took to the 
streets to plead with pro¬ 
testers to return home. 

Overnight “traffic re¬ 
strictions,” originally an¬ 
nounced as a curfew, took 
effect to halt the violence. 

Security forces inter¬ 


vened to stop fighting, 
breaking up a battle be¬ 
tween hundreds of rock¬ 
throwing Han and Uighurs 
and forcing a Han mob to 
leave a building in a 
Uighur area. There were 
no reports of deaths. 

Riot police stood by war¬ 
ily as crowds vented their 
anger by throwing rocks at 
a mosque and smashing 


owned by Uighurs. 

“They attacked us. Now 
it's our turn to attack 
them,” said a Han man. 

Protesters carried an ar¬ 
senal of meat cleavers, 
spades, rocks and clubs. 

The most extreme 
shouted “kill them” and 
“exterminate the 

Uighurs.”

Barack Obama appealed to 
the Russian people yester¬ 
day to join the United 
States in overcoming past 
differences. 

He urged both powers to 
build a prosperous demo¬ 
cratic future free of corrup¬ 
tion and the threat of 
nuclear war. 

Broadening his message 
of a “reset” in relations be¬ 
tween the two former Cold 
War superpowers on the 
second day of a visit to 
Moscow, Obama said citi¬ 
zens, business people and 
companies all had a part to 
play in improving ties and 
boosting trade. 

“America wants a strong, 
peaceful and prosperous 
Russia,” Obama told stu¬ 
dents at Moscow’s New 
Economic School. 

“Look to the future that 
can be built if we refuse 
to be burdened by the old 
obstacles and old suspi¬ 
cions.” 

Obama added: “People 
everywhere should have 
the right to do business or 
get an education without 
paying a bribe.” reuters

If only Uighurs 
were Buddhist 


D ity the Uighurs — 
the wrong kind of 
minority fighting 
the wrong kind of 
enemy. 

In China’s worst ethnic 
unrest in years, Uighurs took 
to the streets of Urumqi, 
capital of the western 
province of Xinxiang, on 
Sunday. They are believed to 
have been angered by gov¬ 
ernment handling of a June 
clash between Han Chinese 
and Uighur factory workers 
in southern China, where 
two Uighurs died, news 
agencies reported. 

The Chinese government 
quickly blamed exiled sepa¬ 
ratists, arrested dozens and 
tried to curb information 
flow by stifling the Internet. 
Yesterday, Han Chinese 
armed with iron bars and 
machetes went looking for 
revenge on Uighurs. 

But as Reuters pointed 
out, the underlying cause of 
the unrest most likely was 
long-standing economic, cul¬ 
tural and religious griev¬ 
ances that have built up 
among the Uighurs over 
decades of tight central rule. 

If only the Uighurs were 
Buddhists like the Tibetans, 
who just 18 months ago had 
their own uprising in Tibet’s 
capital Lhasa. 

We’d be having Free Xinxi¬ 
ang concerts already cour¬ 
tesy of Bjorlc, Sting, Bono 
and all those other one- 
named saviours of the 
world’s poor and oppressed. 
If only the Uighurs were a 


minority in a country that 
didn’t produce half the 
goods we use and which 
wasn’t quickly threatening 
to turn into a superpower. 
Perhaps then the U.S. State 
Department would issue 
more threatening words of 
its own. Instead, they’re 
Muslim and us Muslims 
don’t get much love these 
days. And just as important¬ 
ly, the Uighurs are facing off 
with the wrong kind of ene¬ 
my. If the “West” ignores 
Uighurs because they’re not 
as cuddly as the Tibetans or 
their leader the Dalai Lama, 
then where are the Uighurs’ 
fellow Muslims? Uighurs are 
a Turkic people who are 
largely Muslim. 

Many Muslims pay atten¬ 
tion only when the U.S. and 
Israel are doing the oppress¬ 
ing. China is the wrong kind 
of enemy. Look at Darfur, 
where the suffering goes ig¬ 
nored because its victims are 
black and because those 
who are creating the misery 
in Darfur are not Americans 
or Israelis. We only pay at¬ 
tention when America and 
Israel behave badly. 

Speaking of Darfur, China 
is one of Sudan’s biggest 
trade and arms partners. Su¬ 
danese President Omar 
Bashir, who last year wanted 
to try a British teacher for in¬ 
sulting Muslims by naming 
a class teddy bear “Mo¬ 
hammed,” won’t be rushing 
to condemn Chinese oppres¬ 
sion of Uighurs. 

Perhaps Israel can save the 
day and invade Xinxiang.

Business in brief 


Bankruptcies in Canada 
continued to soar in May 
versus year-earlier levels 
as consumers succumbed 
to crushing debt loads and 
job losses, but the tally im¬ 
proved modestly from 
April. 

Results released yester¬ 
day by the Office of the Su¬ 
perintendent of Bankrupt¬ 
cy Canada showed a total of 
10,364 bankruptcies regis¬ 
tered in May, up 31 per cent 
from May of last year. Last 
month’s total fell nearly 10 
per cent below April’s 
11,465 bankruptcies. 

Industry experts were 
doubtful that May marked 
a turning point in a string 
of soaring bankruptcies in 
recent months. “I’m not 
confident that it’s the light 
at the end of the tunnel,” 
said Andy Fisher, a bank¬ 


ruptcy trustee with A. Far- 
ber & Partners, which has 
locations around the GTA 
and Ontario. “June was 
probably the busiest month 
we’ve ever had,” catering to 
debt-swamped Canadians 
being chased by creditors, 
he said. 

“There’s so much more 
credit available to people 
than there was a genera¬ 
tion ago,” Fisher said. Amid 
widespread job losses and 
reduced incomes “strug¬ 
gling people see credit as a 
way to get by,” he said. “At¬ 
titudes have changed. It’s 
not a stigma to have credit.” 

But many who have em¬ 
braced credit clearly can’t 
keep up. The May figures 
include 9,900 consumer 
bankruptcies, up about 34 
per cent from a year earlier.

fourth stage time trial yes¬ 
terday. 

Swiss Fabian Cancellara 
held a 40-second lead over 
Armstrong going into the 
stage, and that was the 
time by which Astana beat 
the yellow jersey holder’s 
Saxo Bank team, forcing 
race stewards to check the 
rule book. 

The results of Saturday’s 
opener in Monaco were 
taken into account, help¬ 
ing Cancellara retain the 
jersey he had seized in the 


principality. 

“It’s Swiss timing,” said 
Cancellara who now has 
the same overall time as 
Armstrong. 

Astana completed the 39- 
km course in Montpellier 
in 46 minutes and 29 sec¬ 
onds, 18 seconds quicker 
than Garmin with Saxo 
Bank third. 

“It makes me miss the 
beach I was on for four 
years before all this,” said 
Armstrong, who last wore 
yellow in Paris in 2005 be¬ 
fore retiring for 3/ years. 

“It’s a little bit of a disap¬ 
pointment because I really 
thought about the yellow 
jersey. But that’s cycling,” 
the 37-year-old added.

hen it 
comes to 
building 
cars, Cana¬ 
da does all 
right. In terms of worldwide 


annual production, we rank 
about ninth or 10th. 

The quality is also there; 
Canadian plants of General 
Motors, Ford and Chrysler 
routinely score higher in 
quality indices than their 
American counterparts; Toy¬ 
ota and Honda continue to 
view Canada as a great place 
to establish and expand 
manufacturing facilities. 

Consider also that our 
auto parts industry is ar¬ 
guably the equal of any in 
the world. Magna contin¬ 
ues to assert itself as one of 


the world’s top suppliers. 
It already builds complete 
vehicles for customers in 
Europe, and is poised to 
buy GM’s European unit of 
Opel. 

In the early days of auto¬ 
mobiles, there were many 
Canadian automotive 
brands — McLaughlin, Rus¬ 
sell, Brooks Steam, Red- 
path, Galt, etc. They obvi¬ 
ously all died off, with the 
famous exception of 
McLaughlin, which got 
swallowed by GM. 

So here we are with no 


Canadian car brands so far, 
and no car that says “Cana¬ 
da” the way Jaguar says 
England, Cadillac says 
America, Volvo says Swe¬ 
den, Mercedes-Benz says 
Germany, Maserati says 
Italy, or Lada says Russia. 

I guess we just have to be 
happy for what we do con¬ 
tribute to the world in 
terms of automotive pro¬ 
duction and technology, 
and not get too hung up 
about our current “branch 
plant” status. 

Maybe it’s better that we 


don’t have a brand that to¬ 
tally embodies Canada, be¬ 
cause the one I’m pictur¬ 
ing at the moment is kind 
of scary. 

The engine was de¬ 
signed and built in central 
Canada, but it’s way too 
conservative for the racy 
styling and interior, which 
came from Quebec. 

The cargo area, the re¬ 
sponsibility of Western 
Canada, can’t hold any¬ 
thing, because they’ve 
gone and installed anoth¬ 
er engine back there, and 


it’s more powerful than 
the Central Canada one, 
which is no longer con¬ 
nected to anything. 

The seats aren’t covered 
because they’re the re¬ 
sponsibility of the Mar¬ 
itime s. They want to do it 
in cod skin, but need to 
wait for the cod stocks to 
bounce back before get¬ 
ting started.

EXECS UP FOR CHANGE A Study 
conducted by the Association of 
Executive Research Consultants 
in New York, has found that 75 
per cent of currently employed 
executives would consider 
changing jobs if the opportunity 
arose. According to the interna¬ 
tional study, in which five per 
cent of respondents were Cana¬ 
dian, 74 per cent of the 1,518 ex¬ 
ecutives surveyed cited poor 
company values as the catalyst 
for this sentiment, while 64 per 
cent said it also came down to 
lack of career development in 
their current job. Just over half 
of the respondents said they 
face a significant increase in 
competition for executive level 
positions from five years ago. 

HlNl FLU According to The 
Toronto Star, Canadian employ¬ 
ers are quietly stockpiling emer¬ 
gency supplies of antiviral drugs 
in an effort to protect employ¬ 
ees from potential pandemics 
like the H1N1 flu, which has af¬ 
fected 60,000 people around 
the world so far.

together groups of employ¬ 
ees with similar legal 


claims. However, in light of 
last week’s Ontario court 
decision that dismissed a 
class-action lawsuit filed 
against CIBC alleging that 
the bank failed to pay over¬ 
time to its customer service 
staff, class action lawyers 
may no longer be sharpen¬ 
ing their pens. 

For Canadian employees 
with claims for overtime, 
unpaid wages or pensions, 
joining a class action law¬ 
suit had, until now, made 
sense. Proceeding individu¬ 
ally is neither cost-effective 
nor does it gamer the same 
attention from your em¬ 
ployer as a multimillion- 
dollar lawsuit on behalf of 
thousands of employees. 


the rise, but are they a mistake? 


But given the CIBC deci¬ 
sion, are employees’ inter¬ 
ests being subverted? 

In the CIBC case, Justice 
Joan Lax ruled that the indi¬ 
vidual claims in the case 
lacked commonality, which 
is essential to certifying 
class action lawsuits. “Pro¬ 
ceeding as a class action 
will not avoid duplication 
of fact-finding and legal 
analysis” and for this rea¬ 
son, the individual claims 
should be decided on a 
case-by-case basis, not in a 
group setting, the court 
mled. 

As a result, these employ¬ 
ees must turn to provincial 
labour tribunals or the 
courts and bring their 


claims on an individual ba¬ 
sis, if they still can — and if 
they still care to. 

And it’s not just claims 
for unpaid overtime that 
shouldn’t necessarily be 
brought as class actions. 
With large-scale downsiz¬ 
ing and mass layoffs, class 
action lawyers have also 
taken aim at group wrong¬ 
ful dismissal claims. But 
not so fast. If a group claim 
for unpaid overtime 
doesn’t have enough com¬ 
monality to gain certifica¬ 
tion, then group wrongful 
dismissal claims will surely 
be dismissed. In wrongful 
dismissal lawsuits, the indi¬ 
vidual facts of each ex-em- 
ployee’s claim will ulti¬ 


mately determine its merit. 
Therefore, a class proceed¬ 
ing may be a mass mistake.

It’s time to take stock of the royal swans 


In July, Swan 
Upping is a 
tradition on 
the Thames 

Quiet please — the Queen 
is preparing to have her 
swans counted. 

Buckingham Palace has 
announced that the annual 
Swan Upping, a tradition 
dating back to the 12th cen¬ 
tury which involves a cen¬ 
sus of the swan population 
on the River Thames, will 
be conducted by the 
queen’s official Swan Mark¬ 
er from July 20-24. 

“With the assistance of 
the Queen’s Swan Warden, 
Prof. Christopher Perrins of 
the University of Oxford, 
the swans and young 
cygnets are also assessed 
for any signs of injury or 
disease,” Buckingham 
Palace said in announcing 
the count. 

The process involves the 
Swan Marker, David Bar¬ 
ber, rowing up the Thames 
for five days with the Swan

Warden in traditional skiffs 
while wearing special scar¬ 
let uniforms and counting, 
weighing and measuring 
swans and cygnets. 

It may seem eccentric, 
but it is very important to 
the Queen. According to 
custom, Britain’s sovereign 


owns all unmarked, mute 
swans in open water, but 
the queen now exercises 
the right only on stretches 
of the Thames and its near¬ 
by tributaries. In medieval 
times, the Swan Marker 
would not only travel up 
the river counting swans, 


but would catch as many as 
possible as they were 
sought-after for feasts. 

This year, the Swan Mark¬ 
er and the Swan Warden 
are particularly keen to dis¬ 
cover how much damage is 
being caused to swans and 
cygnets by attacks from 


dogs and from discarded 
fishing tackle. It is also an 
important year because 
Queen Elizabeth has decid¬ 
ed to join her team of Swan 
Uppers for part of the cen¬ 
sus. She will follow them 
up the river and visit a local 
school project on the whole 


subject of swans, cygnets 
and the Thames. “Educa¬ 
tion and conservation are 
essential to the role of 
Swan Upping and the in¬ 
volvement of school chil¬ 
dren is always a rewarding 
experience,” Buckingham 
Palace said. reuters

Beef Balti 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 mL) canola oil 
1 medium onion 

1 lb (500g) steak 
1 clove garlic 
11/2 in. (4 cm) piece fresh 
root ginger 

1 small, fresh red chilli 
pepper 

1 green pepper 
1 red pepper 

3 medium tomatoes 
1/2 lemon 

1 tbsp (15 mL) garam 
masala 

1 tsp (5 mL) ground cumin 
Salt 

GARNISH 

3 tbsp (45 mL) dried 
coconut, flaked or 
shredded 

TO SERVE 

4 nan breads 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to low set¬ 
ting to keep beef warm lat¬ 
er. Heat 1 tbsp (15 mL) oil 
in large balti pan, wok, or 
hying pan. Peel and thinly 
slice onion; fry over fairly 
high heat 3-4 minutes, 
stirring occasionally, until 
soft and lightly browned. 

2. Meanwhile, trim excess 
fat from beef, then slice in¬ 
to very thin strips. Peel 
and crush garlic, then peel 
and grate ginger, and 
rinse, deseed, and chop 
chilli pepper. Add all to 
onion and cook over fairly 
high heat 5 minutes, stir¬ 
ring occasionally, until 
beef is lightly coloured. Re¬ 
move from heat and keep 
warm in oven. 

3. Rinse, deseed, and thin¬ 
ly slice peppers. Add to 
pan, with remaining oil, if 
necessary, and continue 
hying for 3 minutes, stir¬ 



ring occasionally, until 
softened and lightly 
browned. 

4. Meanwhile, rinse and 
roughly chop tomatoes, 
then squeeze juice from 
lemon and preheat broiler. 

5. Stir garam masala and 
cumin into flying pan and 
cook, stirring continuous¬ 
ly, 1 minute. Add 
tomatoes, lemon juice, 
and some salt and simmer, 
stirring, 3-4 minutes. If 
mixture becomes dry, add 
little water. 

6. Sprinkle nan breads 

with water and broil about 
1 minute per side. Return 
beef to pan and heat 
through. Sprinkle with co¬ 
conut and serve with nan 
bread. serves 4
